* Now Tiiling the Seil
in State of Nebraska

Four-fifths of all the farms in Ne-
braska ure being operated by white
perspns born in the United Stutes, ac-
cording to a compilation ol federal
census statistics just made and given
eut by the state agriculture depart-
ment, =ays the Lincoln Star.

The government's retwms show that
of the 124,421 farms within the bor-
ders of this state, 99,429 are beng
munaged and worked by nutive white
farmers. There ave 24,685 tracts o
lund in the bands of foreign-born
whites, many of whom have become
naturalized American citizens, The
remaining 277 farms are in the pos-
seszion of Ind'ans and negroees,

Why North Dakota fell such an easy
prey to the nonpariisan league is ex-
plained by the census statistics in the
fact that 1t has o huger percentayge of
foreign®orn ameong itz rural populs-
tion than any other statet in the
union. The percentage there is 4675
Next after North Dakota come Minne-
sota with 37.7, Connecticut with 33.7,
Washington wih 2095 Cal" " ormia with
29.1, and Wiseonsin with 28.0.

In the United Stiates as o whole na-
